You have the power, the authority, 
s.ud tiij m e a n ■» to b ring the strike to an en<l 
S have done everything in m y power to end 
the strike. 
T lu gentlemen a s s oia toi with 
me on 
the general executive loa rd of tho 
K nights of Lab or have done 
tho same. 
Kvery thing consistent with lion r an l 
man­ 
hood has b een dona in the interest of peace. 
No 
false notion of pride or dignity has 
sw ayed us in our dealings w ith you

gentlemen associated w ith you.

In that conference with you on Sunday, 
March » "S I undorstool you to mean that 
arb itration would b e agreed to. 
Tb u only 
method of arb itration that was dPcusaod 
in line with that suggested in the letter 
which I 
nt to you in tho name of our 
b oard the day previous. 
Thero was noth­ 
ing particularly agreed upon, ns you well 
know. 
You said that in arb itrating tho 
m atter tho damages sustained b y tho com- 
I any during the strike ought to receive con­ 
sideration. 
I soia to you that it would not 
b e the part of wisdom to b ring that ques­ 
tion up in the settlement of the strike, 
When I called on yoa again that evening 
you had prepared os the result of your un­ 
derstanding of the morning’s interview 
a letter which you intended to gi\o to 
me. 
That 
letter included 
a 
telegram 
to 
b e 
sent 
to 
Mr. 
Hoxie, 
and 
in that telegram you said that tho damages 
sustained b y the company would b e a proper 
sub ject for the arb itration b oard to discuss. 
. This latter part of the letter, or telegram, 
y ou agreed to strike o(T. 
After wo had 
talked the matter over for some time, 
I loft 
you as y ou were about to go to your room 
to rewrite the letter which y ou afterwards 
placed in tho hands of Mr. McDowell to be 
given to me, for 1 had to leave at that time 
in ordor to keep an appointment at tho hotel 
whore I stopped. 
Tho statement which y ou 
have since then made to the effect that y ou 
had prepared that letter beforo 
I called, is 
not quite correct, or if y ou did have it pre­ 
pared, y ou changed it after we had talked 
tho matter over for some time. 
This, 
I bo- 
iieve, y ou will admit to bo true. 
In tho conference held b etween tho mem­ 
b ers of our executive b oard and the directors 
of tho Missouri Pacific company at 19 5 
Broadway, on March PO, you said to mo 
that you understood me to say that the men 
along your linos would l»o ordered b ack to 
work at onco, they having violated the rules 
of our organization. 
I then reiterated the 
statement which I mado to you, and I now 
repeat it; 
* Tho nun out along the lines of 
your railways can b e ordered b ack to work, 
b ut if they are given to understand that 
they aro deserted, that wo do not take any 
interest in them, it will not in uny way 
mend m atters; on the contrary, it will 
malio things wor.-e. 
Thero are all along 
the roads out there a great many men who 
have 
no 
regurd 
for 
organization 
or 
law; 
men 
of 
hardy 
spirit, 
energy 
and daring. 
Such men 
as 
have left 
the east an 1 have taken up their homes out 
in a wild country, such as that is, will Rot 
sub mit so quietly as tho men they have left 
b ehind in the cast 
They aro npt to do 
rasher things than they would do elsewhere, 
and 1 have no doub t we have some of them 
in our order; in fact my experience with 
the men of that vast section leads me to 
think that the men on b oth sides out there 
are more dare-devilish than they are in the 
east. 
Even the b usiness men of that coun­ 
try are of that stamp of character.” 
Both you and Mr. Hopkins heard me make 
that statement and I b elieve tho latter 
agreed that was his experience also. 
The 
danger of the strike spreading was also dis­ 
cussed and I said to you that it would not 
spread. 
That an effort had b een mado to 
have tho men of the Union Pacific take a 
part in it, b ut that tho Knghts of Lab or on 
that road had a standing agreement with 
the management of the road that there wau 
to b e no troub le or strike until tho last ef­ 
fort to effect a settlement had failed, and 
not then until the court of last resort had 
b een reached. 
When I made that statement 
Mr. Hopkins remarked that they had b etter 
strike then, for if they did not tho Union 
Pacific would not much longer have suifi- 
eeient money to pay their employes. 
The 
impression made on me was that you would 
te pleased to see a strike take place on tho 
Union Pacific. 
This, 1 lielieve, < overs the 
chief points or discussion. 
I did net hear 
either 
you or 
Mr. 
Hopkins 
say that 
the 
present troub le out along your roads 
would not b e arb itrated with the rnen who 
were not at work. 
It was my firm b elief 
when I loft you that night that you meant 
to lave the entire affair sub mitted to arb i­ 
tration at the tli st possib le momeqt. 
That 
b elief is shared in b y Mr. McDowell, who 
was present during the entire interview. 
When you sent the telegram to Mr. Hoxie 
you sent it as president of the Missouri Pa­ 
cific Railroad company. 
You sent it as the 
chief s/nda his message to an inferior 
officer, and it m eant as much to a sensib le 
man as the most imperative order could 
possib ly mean. 
When I, as the chief officer 
of the Knights of Lab or, send a message 
such as that it is understood to my wishes, 
and those wishes are respected b y tho sub ­ 
ordinate officer to whom they are sent 
It 
is not his place to put a different construc­ 
tion on them and give them his own inter­ 
pretation. 
His duty is to ob ey the spirit of 
the instructions.
